The Irish Times 
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DUBLIN, WEDNESDAY MARCH 7. 
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A meetine was held yesterday, in Londonderry, for 
the purpose of founding a branch of the Ulster 
National Education Association in that city. We 
publish elsewhere the resolutions proposed. 

At first view it seems strange that anew National 
Education Society should be required for Ulster, 
where the fundamental rules of the National Board 
are more generally adopted than in all the other 
provinces of Ireland. A branch for Mayo, Tuam, 
or Roscommon, might be of some practical utility, 
and productive of some animated discussion. Jo 
advocate the principles of the National Board in the 
very province which alone has given any adhesion 
to the Board is, to say the least, a work of superero- 
gation. The chief duty, however, of the Association 
seems to be not Education in the proper sense, 
but the upholding of the correction of “ misappre- 
hension' as to the principles and operation of the 
National System, and to diffuse correct information, 
by “occasional papers, public meetings, deputa- 
“tions, &c,” and in this way, perhaps, the South and 
West may be enlightened by the superfluous Jumi- 
naries of the North. 

The first resolution contains two very bold state- 
ments. Firstly, those rules of the National Board 
are pronounced to be “ just and wise, which are de- 
“signed togiveample security that nounrair attempt 
“shall be made to interfere with peculiar religious 
“ tenets, contrary to the exraessep wish of the pa- 
“rents.” Every one willassent to the proposition that 
it is wise to prevent unfair attempts. But this is not 
the fair exposition of the National Board rules. Io 
be so, the sentence should run —“ To prevent any 
“attempt to read the Scriptures in the presence of a 
“Roman Catholie child.“ The words “expressed wish 
“of the parent” are very elastic. Do they mean ex- 
pressed, when the clergyman has become a spy and 
informer, and has noticed the parent that his child 
has been guilty of standing by while the Scriptures 
were read? or expressed by the silence of the 
parent ? or “expressed” through the medium of the 
priest? 

If I open a school on Scriptural principles, and, 
by a public notice fixed outside the school, declare 
that the Bible is to be read, or listened to, by all 
children who voluntarily come there, am I making 
an unfair attempt“ against parental authority? | 
determine that the Bible shall be read ; I notify and 
publish the fact; I do not ask any parent to send 
his child if he disapproves of my rule; but, if he 
do send his child, am I violating the parent's rights 
because I adhere to my principle? Nay, more, 
if I have in my school a single Roman Catholic 
child, 1 am compelled to hide the Bible, and is not 
this rather an unfair attempt, not only upon the 
rights of the patron, but upon the rights of all those 
Protestant parents who send their children to my school 
because it is Scriptural? The rules upheld by the 
National Society of Ulster would compel a patron 
to close the Bible against 99 Protestants if there 
should be one Catholic child therein. On what 
principle of honesty or justice is the parent of that 
one child to have rights which override the rights 
of the ninety-nine others 

The second statement is, that “ the operation of 
the system has been productive of great good to 
“the country at large.” Suppose it has produced 
good, which we do not deny, for sound secular edu- 
cation initself is a good; but is it so clear that the 
good would not have been greater had the system 
been founded on the Scriptures ? We have opened 
the pamphlet of Mr. Burroughs, which, by some 
extraordinary hallucination, the [Protestant sup- 
porter of the present Ministry supposes to advocate 
its most recent views, and there we read — Mark 
“the hand of retributive justice ; those who have 
been trained in the National Schools to despise 
“the guthority of the Most High, you now find hos- 
“tile to your Government, and despising the aytho- 
“ rity of your Sovereign.” 

The second resolution declares that, “ it is the 
“ duty of the State to retain in its own hands the 
“ gwrime disposal of the funds voted for Educational 
“purposes.” What is meant by “the entire dis- 
“posal” ? When the State gives a large sum of 
money to a priest or community of nuns, of 
course the State had the “entire disposal” of 
the money until the gift was made, but not 
afterwards. There are 121 Convent Schools, 
for instance, which are presented with money 
in a different method and on a different proportion 
as compared with grants to other schools. Will it 
be pretended that the State has the entire disposal 
of the funds with respect to these schools? If it has, 
then to give a similar grant to Charch Schools would 
be quite in accordance with the resolution; if it has not, 
why does the Ulster National Association uphold the 
National Board, which in so remarkable a case 
contravenes their opinions ? 

The Primate’s letter has settled the question as 
far as it is likely to be settled, and the Ulster Na- 
tional Association cannot hope to improve upon his 
style, or to rival his influence. IIe is no proselyte 
to the seductions of Mr. Cardwell. Ile bows to the 
necessity of the case, not to the excellence of the 
principle. Mr. Burroughs’ has put the case as 
clearly as the members of the Ulster Association can 
hope to put it; and if his view be that of a recently- 
converted journal, we can only suppose that the Church 
Education Society has again become a “stepping stone.” 
Mr. Burrough’s pamphlet concludes with the 
words :—" This, at all events, is plain: we ought 
“to double our subscriptions to the Chureh Edu- 
“eation Society, and to keep our Seriptural 
“Schools as long as we can, consistently with their 
“efficiency, from being converted into National

to the old principle of the Church Society. It has 
been said that “the late Government, under the 
“ premiership of Lord Derby, out of office, used the 
“ question of Church Education as a stepping-stone, 
“ but in office found it a stumbling block.” None hare 
ever used the Church Question as a stepping-stone 
so effectually and so profitably as they who make 
the assertion. ‘The late Government did all that men 
could do to settle the differences which existed, and 
their endeavours were not confined to the composition 
of asingle letter. When LordEglinton became Viceroy, 
he from principle sapported the National Board, but, at 
the same time, he thought it wrong to compel men 
to join it against their convictions, and determined 
to do all that lay in his power to obviate objections. 
He addressed himeclf more immediately to the Bishop 
of Ossory and Mr. Verschoyle, and a plan was drawn 
up which was perfectly satisfactory to the Church 
Education Society, and which did not violate the 
fundamental rule of the National Board. When this 
plan was drawn up, Mr. Seoretary Walpole was on 
the point of arriving in Ireland for the express pur- 
pose of examining into the working of the National 
and Church Schools. The plan was submitted to 
him and obtained his cordial assent, and a promise 
to support itin the Cabinet. Then came difficult 
questions of foreign policy, embarrassing not merely 
to our Cabinet, but every Cabinet in Europe. On 
the question of Reform, Mr. Walpole and Mr. 
Henley resigned, and the Church plan remained in 
abeyance until Lord Eglinton proceeded to London 
to advocate it, which he did with warmth and success. 
Next came a dissolution of Parliament and the defeat 
of the Ministry. That the plan failed is owing not 
to any want of zeal or sincerity on the part of Lord 
Derby's Government, but to foreign and domestic 
complications which none but a clairvoyante could 
have foreseen. 

Since the resignation of Lord Derby's Ministry came 
the demands of the Ultramontranes and the defec- 
tion of the Wesleyans, both additional motives to 
seck a settlement of the question. So far as the 
present Government is concerned, they have done 
nothing, nor could they ; for all questions respecting 
State Education must be done by the House of 
Commons, To assert that the Conservative Ministry 
neglected the Church claims, once they were elevated 
to office, is to state what is not warranted by the 
truth of the case, and it affords a striking proof how 
facts can be misstated, almost as soon as they have 
occurred, by hostile or disappointed writcrs.

is independent of their military rank, will not, as a body, 
long undergo the hardships and drudgery of warfare. 
Our policy should be to fill the army with a class of 
officers who will remain in it whatever be the services 
it is called upon to perform.

reigns) in one of the pdekets of his nether garment. The 
Black Eagle (Aquila nera), a well-known hotel at Ve- 
rona, has been closed by military authorities, because 
it was the favourite rendezvous of some inhabitants of 
the city who were known to be very hostile to the Go- 
vernment. The proprietor of the hotel, a Swiss, was 
sent out of Venetia very shortly after his hotel was shut 
up.

It appeared 
from the evidence that the prisoner's ticket of leave had been 
revoked, and that his original sentence would not expire until 
January, 1862. He was sentenced to be kept in penal ser vi- 
tude for three years, from the expiration of his present sen- 
tence. 

Buratary.—Anne Cunningham was indicted for having 
feloniously entered the house of Mr. James Colgan, Mary s- 
lane, and stolen therefrom several pairs of boots, which were 
afterwards pawned.—The prisoner was convicted of the un- 
lawful pawning of the property, and sentenced to be im- 
prisoned for six months’ and kept to hard labour.

Ile accepted the invitation, and accompanied 
the prisoner, but got no tea. Witness, however, sent for a 
quart of porter, which they drank. The prisoner then sud- 

enly, and without any provocation, knocked him down, 
kicked him, and took the money from him. 

‘Lhe Prisoner, injdefence, said he was drinking all the even- 
ing and dul not remember anything about the money. lle 
went out of the room for a few micutes, and heard his wie 
calling out to him, when he went up stairs again and found 
the complainant insulting his wife. It was quite probable 
that he then struck the prosecutor. 

The Jury acquitted the prisoner, who was according!y dis- 
charged. 

Bunotary.— Patrick Brennan and James Smith were in- 
dicted for having feloniously entered the house of Mr. Robert 
Butler, Daggot-street, on the night of the 15th February, and 
stealing therefrom several articles of wearing apparel, and 
seven shillings and sixpence in money. 

Brennan pleaded not guilty, but Smith pleaded guilty. 

Mr Beytegh appeared to prosecute for the Crown, and Mr, 
E. A. Ennis for the prisoner. 

Mr. Butler was first examined, and identified the several 
articles as his property, which were stolen on the night in 
question. — 

James Geraghty, an assistant in Mr. Rispin's pawn-oflice, 
deposed that the prisoner Brennan had pawned the above 
articles on the morning of the 16th Feb. 

Anne Byrne, a servant in the house, deposed to having 
been awakened by the barking of the dog; seeing an upper 
back door open when she got up, and also the chain removed 
from the hall door; she — saw the reflection of a light in 
the back yard. 

Julia Collina, another servant of Mr. Butler, was also exa- 
mined, and proved generally as the last witness. 

Ihe evidence for the prosecution here closed. 

Matthew Brennan, father of the prisoner Brennan, was 
then called, and deposed that the latter was an apprentice to 
a shoemaker, and that he was at home on the night in ques- 
tion from eleven o'clock until half-past seven the next 
morning. 

Being cross-examined, the witness admitted that he 
might have told the constable that the prisoner had been 
out at six o'clock on the morning after the alleged burglary, 
but he was quite sure now that he had not left his home 
from eleven o'clock on the night in question until nine 
o clock the next morning. 

John Reilly was next called to give the prisoner a cha- 
racter. Ile said he knew him from his infancy, and that he 
believed him to be quite honest. 

His Lordship having charged the jury, they returned a 
verdict of Acquittal. 

James Smith was then sentenced to penal servitude for 
four years. 

Ihe prisoner, it appears, was convicted of offences nine 
times before, 

Brennan was, of course, discharged.

THE LOSS OF THE MAIL STEAMER HUN- 
GARIAN 

Liverroot, Moxpay.—The melancholy tidings of 
the total loss of the Canadian mail steamship lunga 
rian, Captain T. Jones, was received here, by telegram 
from Queenstown, on yesterday afternoon. 

The particulars to hand are necessarily meagre. being 
merely chance pieces of information, reccived at Halifax 
prior to the departure of the Canada; and as there is 
some probability, however slight, of some of the boats 
having drifted to sea and been picked up, the greatest 
interest will be felt until the arrival of the Bohemian 
of the same line with the next Canadian mails, which 
may be looked for hereon Wednesday. The Hungarian 
sailed from the Mersey oa Wednesday, 8th ult., having on 
hoard 35 cabin and several steerage passengers, and the 
United Sti tes and Canadian mails, and at her clearance 
at the Custom House reported a crew of eighty persons 
including officers. She called at Queenstown on the 
oth ult., and, having landed the mails, proceeded on her 
voyage—all well. She must have met with severe weg- 
ther all across the Atlantic, as on the 19th ult. 11 days 
from Liverpool, the day she is supposed to have met 
with the fearful disaster, she only reached Sable Island 
although she frequently made the trip across the At. 
lantie, the whole distance, from port to port, in the 
same time. All on board are reported as lost, and 
from the heavy sea running at the time there is lit. 
tle chance of a vessel being able to live, especially 
in the darkness of the night. The cause of the loss 
whether the machinery broke down, and she became 
unmanageable in the heavy gale, or whether she was 
carried on to the rocks by unknown currents taking 
her out of her couree—is for the present only a matter 
of conjecture. It appears probable that efforts were 
made to save the passengers and mails in the boats 
from the fact of six of the latter being picked up and 
landed. It is to be hoped that some of the boats 
may have been picked up at sea, and that the disaster 
may not bear, upon further particulars being re. 
ceived, the horrid and heartrending proportions it 
assumes at the first aspect. Captain Jones, who has 
left a wife and small family to lament his loss, was 
resident in Everton, Liverpool, and was a man much 
respected by all who knew him. His officers and crew 
were also for the most part residents and natives of 
Liverpool, and have left families. The loss of the 
Hungarian is estimated at £40,000 to £50,000, but 
it is likely to be partially, if not wholly, covered by 
insurances in Liverpool, Glasgow, and Canada. This is 
the third vessel the company have lost since they com- 
menced carrying the Canadian mails, viz. :—the Cana- 
dian in the St. Lawrence, and the Indian and Hungarian 
off Sable Island. From Halifax, under date 21, we 
have the following asa message sent from Cape Sable 
to Messrs. Cunard and Co. —“ A steamer's lights 
were seon on Monday morning at three o'clock on 
Cape Ledge. At — spars and smoke pipe were 
standing.
